— * the Iſland of Middle , near to Capt. Coor e's 

rack, in the Year 1776, when he viſited the Iſland of 
Otabeite, lying 172 Deg. 26 Min. Weſt from Loxcon, un- 
der 22 Dep. 41 Min. of South Latitude; whence it appears, 
that this Eclipſe will be vifible to all the Iſlands pertaining 
to the Great th Sea, or Pacific Ocean, ſuch as the Sand- 
wich, the Sacicty, and Friendly Iſlands, the New Hebrides, 
Mew Zealand, to the wiole of that large and extenſive 
Iſland of New Holland; at Botany Bay, Port Jackſon, and 
Norfolk Iſlanes, this will be a very conſpicuous Eclipſe, as 
it will at New Guinea, the Ladrone and Jagas Iſles, the 
Philippene Iſlands, the Iles of Borneo, Sunda, and Sumatra, 
and alſo upon the Eaftern Coaſt of China, and Great T ar- 
tary. It will extend itfelf to the Weſtward, as far as Cafe 
Horn (which is the utmoſt extent of Sourh America to the 
Southward) and to the Coaſt of Patagonia, where the 
Moon will be ſeen to ſet, nearly as the Eclipſe ends.

This may be called an American 
Eclipſe ; for, at the Time of the Middle, the Mom will be 
verticle a little to the North of the Iſland of Hi/pazjola in 
the Ve Indies, in 66 Deg. 35 Min. Weſt Longitude from 
London, under 22 Deg. 13 Min. of North Latitude; con- 
ſequently, it will be viſihle to all che Eaftern Parts of the 
Great Pacific Ocean, even as far as the Sazdwich and So. 
ciety [flands, to the latter of which the Moor will riſe 
eclipſed ; it is quite-viſible throughout the whole Continent
